The  Fascination  of  the  Culture  of 
Water  lilies  and  Goldfish 

There  is  nothing  more  beautiful  nor  fascinating  than  the  lily  pool  or  the  lily  tub.  No  part  of 
your  garden  will  be  more  frequented  nor  have  such  favorable  comment — and  yet  it  is  within  reach 
of  practically  everyone. 

EXPERIENCE.  We  want  to  assure  you  in  the  very  start  that  there  is  no  flower  or  plant  so 
easy  to  grow  as  the  lily.  We  go  on  record  as  saying  that  no  experience  whatever  is  necessary  in 
order  to  be  successful.  Since  they  cost  so  little  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  have  a 
garden  distinctive;  a  little  different  from  your  neighbor;  a  little  more  attractive. 

REQUIREMENTS.  Oh,  so  easy — Sunshine,  still  water,  and  soil.  Your  pool  or  tub  should  be 
so  located  that  it  will  not  be  shaded.  Your  plants  if  planted  in  a  stream  or  brook  should  be 
planted  in  comparatively  quiet  water,  not  swift  running  water,  and  you  should  have  good  rich 
soil  to  get  best  results.  COULD  ANYTHING  BE  SIMPLER  OR  EASIER?  For  your  pool  you 
may  have  running  water  or  not  as  you  like.  (See  under  Planting,  Depth  of  Water,  and  Soil.) 

TIME  OF  PLANTING.  Waterlilies  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  they  begin  to  show  growth  in 
the  Spring,  generally  about  April  first  up  to  last  of  August.  Probably  the  best  time  is  in  April  and 
May. 

COLOR.  Waterlilies  can  now  be  obtained  in  practically  all  colors — white,  dark  and  light 
pink,  red,  yellow,  etc. 

DURATION  OF  BLOOM.  Lilies  start  blooming  in  the  early  Spring  and  continue  blooming 
until  frost.  The  flowers  open  every  morning  (day  bloomers)  and  close  every  afternoon.  There  are 
also  night  bloomers.  You  will  be  assured  of  several  flowers  from  each  root  every  day  throughout 
the  entire  season.  What  can  be  more  beautiful  than  a  pool  or  a  few  tubs  of  these  different  colored 
lilies  in  bloom  every  day,  and  to  think  every  morning  they  open  to  greet  you. 

Pool  or  Tub 

To  those  who  have  the  room  we  recommend  the  pool.  To  those  who  do  not  have  the  room 
for  a  pool  and  want  the  beauties  of  the  lilies  we  recommend  the  “tub”  or  half-barrel. 

POOL  AND  HOW  TO  BUILD  IT.  To  those  who  want  a  pool,  we  strongly  urge  a  cement  pool. 
Better  use  tubs  than  have  an  unsightly  mud-hole.  Water  lilies  should  have  from  nine  inches  to  a 
foot  of  water  over  the  soil  or  crown  of  the  plant.  You  should  have  about  one  foot  of  soil  so  that 
your  pool  should  carry  water  from  one  foot  nine  inches  (1%  feet)  to  2  feet  in  depth.  Water  should 
be  about  3  inches  from  the  top,  so  that  the  walls  will  be  2  feet  to  2  feet  3  inches.  A  foot  deeper  will 
do  no  harm.  The  top  of  the  finished  wall  may  be  just  below  the  surface  of  the  surrounding  ground 
or  it  may  extend  out  of  the  ground  for  a  foot  or  more.  Many  pools  are  now  built  practically  on  top 
of  the  ground.  One  may  thus  sit  on  the  side  walls  and  admire  both  the  fish  and  lilies.  This  is  be¬ 
coming  more  and  more  popular  as  it  saves  excavation,  can  be  more  easily  removed,  and  above  all  it 
affords  a  more  comfortable  manner  of  viewing  the  contents.  The  pool  can  also  be  more  readily 
drained.  The  walls  should  be  6  inches,  finished  on  both  sides  where  above  ground.  The  bottom 
should  be  from  6  to  9  inches.  We  prefer  8  inches  at  one  end  sloped  to  six  or  seven  inches  at  the  other 
so  as  to  give  drainage.  A  drainage  pipe  should  be  provided  at  the  low  point.  We  also  suggest  rein¬ 
forcing  the  bottom,  also  the  sides  where  in  the  ground.  We  suggest  the  use  of  ordinary  wire  farm 
fencing.  Use  one  part  cement,  two  of  sand  and  three  of  crushed  % -inch  stone.  (See  sketch,  Page  5). 

SIZE.  A  pool  12  by  20  feet  will  accommodate  twelve  plants.  This  is  a  convenient  and  popular 
size.  (See  sketch,  Page  5.) 

PLANTING,  DEPTH  OF  WATER,  AND  SOIL.  Either  of  two  methods  may  be  followed. 
There  are  many  failures  in  planting  in  too  deep  water.  If  you  can  regulate  the  water  flow,  we  sug¬ 
gest  that  you  cover  the  crown  of  the  root  about  three  inches.  As  the  plant  grows,  add  additional 
water  from  time  to  time.  In  this  way  your  plants  will  grow  much  faster  than  by  planting  in  deep 
water.  Cover  the  cement  with  from  nine  inches  to  a  foot  of  rich  soil  and  plant  the  lilies  in  the  soil 
just  leaving  the  tip  of  the  plant  protrude.  The  other  method  which  we  greatly  prefer  is  to  plant 
the  roots  in  boxes  and  sink  the  boxes  in  the  pool.  This  is  easier  to  plant  and  easier  to  remove.  We 
suggest  about  one  part  cow  manure  to  three  parts  soil.  The  best  soil  is  a  heavy  fibrous  loam  clay, 
mixed  with  well-rotted  cow  manure,  or  bone  meal.  Do  not  use  sand,  leaf  mould  or  peat;  fresh 
manure  must  be  avoided,  its  fermentation  may  sour  the  water  or  burn  the  roots.  Cover  the  box 
with  about  two  inches  of  sand.  This  will  prevent  the  fish  from  disturbing  the  roots  and  also  pre¬ 
vent  discoloring  the  water.  See  Page  40  for  fertilizer.

INSECTS,  ENEMIES  OR  PESTS.  The  most  common  insect  is  the  Aphis.  This  is  always 
worse  when  the  weather  is  hot  and  dry  with  little  or  no  rainfall.  The  best  and  cheapest  remedy  is 
the  use  of  the  hose  or  spray  pump.  A  liberal  spraying  will  knock  the  insects  into  the  water  where 
the  fish  will  make  short  work  of  them.  Slug  Shot,  tobacco  dust  or  weak  solution  of  Bordeau  mix¬ 
ture  or  other  insecticides  may  be  used  but  are  unsightly.  The  muskrat  is  a  very  bad  enemy  and 
frequently  will  eat  many  roots  where  they  have  free  access  to  large  dirt  ponds,  as  well  as  cutting 
the  banks  and  letting  out  the  water. 

CARE  FOR  PLANTS  IN  WINTER.  Drain  the  water  from  the  pool.  Either  remove  the 
plants — boxes  and  all — to  your  cellar  or  cover  them  where  they  are  with  sufficient  straw  or  leaves 
to  prevent  freezing. 

TUB  AND  HOW  TO  MAKE  IT.  For  this  we  recommend  a  kerosene  or  linseed  oil  barrel; 
any  kind  of  a  vinegar  or  cider  barrel.  A  barrel  OF  ABOUT  50  GALLONS  should  be  sawed  in  half 
making  two  tubs.  Place  one,  not  over  two  roots,  in  an  old  discarded  wash  pan  which  has  been  filled 
with  soil  and  manure,  one  part  good  rich  cow  manure  to  three  parts  soil.  Over  this  place  an  inch 
or  so  of  sand,  if  available.  Place  this  into  the  half  barrel  and  fill  within  an  inch  or  two  of  the  top. 
Only  add  enough  water  from  time  to  time  to  take  care  of  evaporation.  In  winter  upset  the  barrel, 
remove  the  pan  to  your  cellar  or  other  place  to  prevent  freezing.  If  you  prefer  you  can  place  the 
soil  directly  into  the  tub  or  half  barrel  and  plant  in  the  soil. 

WHERE  TO  PUT  IT.  About  the  only  care  that  must  be  exercised  in  placing  a  tub  is  to  put 
it  where  the  sun  will  shine  on  it.  If  you  live  in  a  crowded  or  congested  section  you  may  place  it 
on  your  front  or  back  porch.  It  may  be  suspended  or  not.  It  requires  a  very  small  space,  only 
about  234  feet  square.  No  yard  is  too  small  for  it.  On  either  or  both  sides  of  the  entrance  to  your 
home,  it  will  be  a  source  of  endless  admiration.  When  you  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  not  a  monthly 
but  a  daily  bloomer,  you  can  see  why  it  is  becoming  so  popular.  New  flowers  will  open  every  day 
to  greet  you,  and  lilies  will  bloom  from  early  Spring  until  killed  by  frost. 

FISH  WITH  FLOWERS.  Everyone  knows  how  fascinating  are  goldfish.  To  see  these 
beautiful,  graceful  creatures  swimming  about  amongst  the  flowers  and  leaves  of  the  lilies  is  surely 
a  most  beautiful  and  interesting  sight.  Not  only  will  it  be  an  endless  source  of  interest  to  your 
children  but  to  every  member  of  the  family.  Only  those  who  have  experienced  the  thrill  can  appre¬ 
ciate  the  great  joys  in  store  for  those  who  order  one,  two,  or  three  tubs — the  ever  increasing  way 
of  enjoying  the  pleasures  of  the  waterlily.

GOLDFISH.  Every  pool  or  tub  of  Waterlilies  should  have  a  supply  of  Goldfish.  Some  will 
want  fancy  and  some  the  common  goldfish.  Not  only  will  you  want  Goldfish  for  their  own  beauty 
but  they  will  purify  the  water  and  eliminate  any  chance  of  mosquito,  as  they  thrive  on  mosquito 
larvae. 

HOW  LONG  AFTER  PLANTING  UNTIL  BLOOM?  This  will  depend  upon  your  location 
and  the  weather.  Lilies  bloom  in  from  five  to  six  weeks  after  planting.  They  continue  in  bloom 
until  frost. 

NATURAL  PONDS  OR  STREAMS.  No  better  way  to  beautify  a  pond  or  stream  than  by 
planting  Waterlilies.  Simply  plant  them  in  the  soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  pond  or  stream.  Be  care¬ 
ful  to  see  that  the  root  is  firmly  placed  in  the  soil.  If  necessary  lay  a  stone  over  the  root  until  it 
attaches  itself  to  the  soil.  Do  not  plant  in  water  less  than  x/i  feet  or  more  than  2  feet  deep,  and 
never  plant  in  a  current.  In  this  condition  the  roots  need  never  be  taken  up,  as  they  will  not  freeze. 

OTHER  WATER  PLANTS.  We  have  quite  an  assortment  or  variety  of  water  plants  from 
the  Sacred  Waterlily  of  the  Nile,  the  Lotus,  to  the  water  poppy,  etc.

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How  to  Make  a  Pool 

The  above  is  for  a  plain  pool  12  feet  by  20  feet  (or  10  by  16)  with  two  feet  of  water,  with  one 
foot  over  crown  of  flower.  Boxes  filled  within  2  inches  of  top  with  rich  cow  manure  and  soil. 
Top  2  inches  of  sand.  A  very  natural  effect  may  be  had  by  laying  on  the  top  of  the  wall,  river 
or  cobble  stones,  and  having  these  level  with  the  outside  soil. 

Pools  may  be  constructed  with  straight  or  curved  lines.  We  give  only  a  few  suggestions  and  the 
details  of  construction.  If  you  have  a  good  solid  clay  bottom  you  can  lay  the  cement  on  the  clay,  if 
not  we  suggest  that  you  put  in  6  inches  of  cinders,  beneath  the  cement  bottom.  Be  sure  to  have  the 
cinders  well  packed.  The  construction  can  be  made  by  any  cement  worker.  The  overflow  and 
drainage  pipe  should  be  the  same.  A  short  piece  of  pipe  with  thread  on  the  end  can  be  screwed 
into  the  drain  pipe. 

The  ideal  water  pool  is  about  two  feet  deep.  The  side  walls  should  be  about  six  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness,  tapering  to  eight  inches  at  the  bottom.  The  bottom  of  the  pool  need  not  be  more  than  six 
inches. 

Good  results  can  be  obtained  from  a  mixture  of  one  part  Portland  cement,  two  parts  sharp  sand, 
and  three  parts  half-inch  gravel  (if  gravel  is  not  available  crushed  stone  may  be  used)  mixed  with 
water  and  poured  over  the  bottom  and  up  the  sides.  The  rough  places  of  the  concrete  may  be 
smoothed  down  by  applying  a  thin  coat  of  cement  with  a  trowel  or  paint  brush.  It  is  important  to 
keep  newly  poured  concrete  moist  for  several  days  by  sprinkling  frequently  several  times  over  a 
period  of  ten  days,  before  any  fish  or  plants  are  placed  in  it,  as  the  alkali  may  injure  the  fish  and 
plants.  (Your  local  cement  dealer  will  gladly  give  you  a  pamphlet  on  “Cement  Construction.”) 

It  is  also  advisable  to  reinforce  the  construction  by  using  hogwire  netting  usually  three-eights 
or  one-fourth  inches.  This  material  is  very  easy  to  bend  up  the  sides  of  the  pool,  being  sure  each 
strip  of  netting  overlaps  the  previous  strip. 

Your  pool  should  be  carefully  washed  out  before  planting.  Should  a  green  scum  appear,  this 
will  be  due  to  vegetable  growth  and  will  disappear  in  a  short  time.  Do  not  change  water  and  above 
all  do  not  add  chemicals,  as  this  will  injure  both  the  plants  and  fish.  If  absolutely  necessary  flush 
the  pool.

The  Balanced  Aquarium 
and  its  Care 

THE  summer  is  over  and  the  question  is  what  shall  I  do  with  my  pets?  Only 
those  who  have  had  goldfish  know  how  fascinating  they  are.  The  answer  is 
the  Aquarium.  What  size  shall  I  order?  What  is  a  balanced  aquarium?  etc. 
We  shall  endeavor  to  answer  a  few  questions  that  may  arise.  If  you  have  any 
others  write  us. 

A  BALANCED  AQUARIUM 

A  balanced  aquarium  is  one  in  which  the  plant  life  and  the  animal  life  has  been 
made  equal.  It  contains  just  enough  plant  life  to  produce  enough  oxygen  for  the 
animal  or  fish  life.  In  addition  just  enough  scavengers  to  keep  the  aquarium  clean. 
An  aquarium  like  this  needs  no  change  of  water,  only  enough  added  to  take  care  of 
evaporation.  Add  just  a  little  of  our  Natural  Fish  Food,  the  same  kind  you  fed  in 
the  pool  and  your  fish  will  be  happy  and  contented.  Certainly  you  want  an  Aqua¬ 
rium;  balanced  or  not,  you  must  have  something  for  those  friendly,  beautiful,  fancy 
fish,  that  came  to  greet  you  in  the  pool.  They  will  be  even  more  tame,  more  lovely, 
more  fascinating  in  the  Aquarium. 

HOW  LARGE  A?{D  HOW  PREPARED 

The  important  thing  is  How  Large  an  Aquarium  and  how  shall  it  be  prepared? 
First  of  all  determine  how  many  fish  you  have  or  wish  to  care  for  indoors,  for  your 
fish  can  be  cared  for  in  the  pool.  Above  all  don’t  crowd  your  fish.  More  fish  die 
from  being  crowded  and  overfed  than  any  other  causes.  Most  people  carry  their 
very  large  fish  in  their  pools  over  the  winter  and  carry  smaller  fish  in  the  aquarium. 
For  those  who  wish  to  enjoy  the  ever-increasing  pleasure  of  watching  these  pets  and 
who  wish  to  have  fifteen  or  more  we  recommend  that  you  choose  not  less  than  a 
25  or  50  gallon  aquarium,  preferably  the  larger  size.  A  rule  furnished  by  some  is  a 
gallon  of  water  to  each  inch  of  fish  not  counting  the  tail. 

After  you  have  chosen  the  size  of  your  aquarium,  the  next  important  thing  is 
to  get  one  that  will  not  be  leaking.  Our  aquariums,  we  believe,  have  no  equal.  All 
steel  frames  are  electrically  welded  at  the  corners.  All  glass  is  either  clear  crystal 
or  heavy  plate  glass.  The  cement  is  a  special  product  and  lasts  indefinitely.  Leak¬ 
age  is  a  rare  occurrence  and  when  it  does  occur  can  be  readily  and  permanently 
stopped  by  use  of  our  cement. 

WHAT  TO  DO 

First  thoroughly  clean  your  aquarium  with  pure  salt  brine.  If  you  have  run¬ 
ning  water  you  should  see  that  all  pipes  are  thoroughly  cleaned.  Then  place  in 
your  aquarium  some  two  inches  of  sand  or  gravel  that  has  been  thoroughly  washed 
in  a  strong  salt  solution.  You  should  then  set  your  plants  in  the  sand  placing  them 
to  suit  your  taste.  You  may  now  add  a  few  shells  and  ornaments.  Be  sure  these 
shells  and  ornaments  are  thoroughly  washed  in  salt  brine.  We  cannot  help  but 
caution  on  the  use  of  too  many  pebbles  or  shells  as  they  afford  lodging  place  for 
the  excrement  of  the  fish  where  scavengers  cannot  reach  and  also  afford  a  lodging 
place  for  food  where  fish  cannot  reach  it  and  where  it  decays  and  pollutes  the  water 
upsetting  the  balance  of  the  aquarium  and  causing  death  to  the  fish  if  allowed  to 
remain  in  this  condition. 

PLAALTS  AALD  fish 

These  are  largely  a  matter  of  choice.  Any  good  oxygenating  plants  such  as  we 
list  will  be  not  only  helpful  but  ornamental.  As  to  fish  you  have  certainly  a  wide 
latitude  of  choice,  from  the  common  variety  of  Goldfish  to  the  most  highly  devel¬ 
oped  Calicos,  Shubunkins,  Fantails,  etc.

SCAVENGERS 

After  you  have  gone  this  far  the  only  thing  remaining  is  to  add  Scavengers. 
These  are  what  keep  the  aquarium  clean.  They  consume  the  excrement  from  the  fish 
and  remove  the  green  scum  which  would  otherwise  form  on  the  side  of  the  aquarium. 
We  recommend  Tadpoles  and  Snails.  Newts  or  Salamanders  are  also  often  recom¬ 
mended,  but  we  have  frequently  known  these  to  eat  the  tails  from  prize  fish. 

FEEDING 

Do  not  feed  too  much.  Never  feed  more  than  what  your  fish  will  readily  consume. 
Decaying  food  pollutes  the  water  from  which  the  fish  cannot  escape.  It  would  be 
cruel  to  starve  your  pets.  They  need  food  and  good  food,  but  it  is  more  cruel  to  have 
them  in  polluted  water.  Use  our  food,  we  ought  to  know  what  fish  relish,  we  feed 
millions  yearly.  Remember  more  fish  die  from  overfeeding  than  from  underfeeding. 

CHANGE  of  water 

Do  not  change  unless  necessary.  More  fish  die  from  too  much  handling  rather 
than  from  too  little  care.  If  the  water  is  polluted  or  unsightly  a  change  may  be 
necessary.  If  it  is  necessary  to  change  you  will  have  to  start  all  over  again.  Pos¬ 
sibly  the  addition  of  a  few  scavengers  might  correct  the  appearance.  Possibly  a 
few  more  plants  should  be  added.  If  your  fish  are  gasping  for  air  at  the  top  of  the 
aquarium,  it  is  proof  that  you  need  more  plants  and  it  is  a  sign  that  the  fish  need 
help.  You  might  add  more  water  or  change  part  of  the  water. 

SICK  FISH 

If  you  notice  a  sick  fish  in  your  aquarium  you  should  remove  it  at  once.  Put 
him  in  a  salt  solution  made  of  one  teaspoonful  salt  to  one  gallon  water.  Let  the 
fish  remain  here  for  20  to  30  minutes.  Then  place  in  fresh  water.  Repeat  the  treat¬ 
ment  if  necessary.  One  or  two  treatments  should  cure  your  fish,  if  not  get  our  special 
treatment  and  follow  directions  on  package.
